Applicants wish to thank Examiner Berhanu for the courtesy extended to the 
Applicants' undersigned representative during the telephone conference on April 1, 
2008 regarding the captioned United States patent application. During that interview, 
the Applicants' representative noted that the amendment made to independent claims 
32 and 36 to add the term "electrolytic" is believed to distinguish the claimed invention 
from the prior art of record. "Electrolytic current flow" as that term is used in the 
pending claims refers to electrical current flow through a fluid or liquid, as described 
throughout the application as filed. Because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a 
sensing contact or sensing pin for detecting electrolytic current flow, the independent 
claims are believed to be in condition for allowance. And because the dependent 
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claims all properly depend from allowable claims 32 and 36, those claims are similarly 
in condition for allowance.
